NoTEs OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Which reader can most promptly and correctly tell where, when, and what 
for was the battle of Plattsburg? Was it fought by land or water, who were 
the combatants, and who the victors? Why is it more notable than 
many other battles in which more bleod was shed? It is desirable to know 
the answers to these questions, because the centennial of this battle is to be 
commemorated with elaborate ceremonies during the present year. The 
answers are all in Senate report 471 of the current Congressional session. In 
skeleton they are: The battle was fought by both land and water; the scene 
was the village of Plattsburg, N. Y., on the shore of Lake Champlain; the date 
was Sunday, Sept. 11, 1814; the combatants were English and Americans; the 
victors were the Americans and their victory was complete; General Macomb 
was the American commander on land, Commodore Macdonough on water; it 
was the decisive battle of the second war with England; finally, it was (let 
us hope) the last naval battle between English-speaking peoples—certainly it is 
the latest one, and this is the hundredth year of peace. Is there not plentiful 
reason for giving the centennial a rousing eelebration? A permanent memorial 
is to be constructed also. 

Vol. 14 of the Reports on the Harriman Alaska Expedition has been pub- 
lished by the Smithsonian Institution, and is held for sale at $6 a copy. It is 
in two volumes, one of text and one of plates, and is a fine sample of good 
bookmaking. For an account of this series de luze, see Monthly catalogue of 
public documents, May, 1911, page 652. 

May 9th the House voted to print as a separate document 3,000 copies of 
Chapter 15 of Upton’s Military policy of the United States (House document 
972, 63d Congress). This is the chapter relating to the War with Mexico of 
1845-48. Legislators and soldiers of the present day who read it may not find 
many things to imitate, but they will find several things to avoid. Of the 3,000 
copies, 1,000 are to go to the folding room and 2,000 to the document room o* 
the House. This means two widely differing plans of distribution, as explained 
in last month’s Monthly catalogue, 

The Naval appropriation act of Aug. 22, 1912, provided for a survey and 
testing of coal from the Alaskan fields with a view to its availability for use 
by the ships of the U. S. Navy. The report resulting has been printed as House 
document 876, 638d Congress. It is unfavorable to the use of Alaskan coal 
under existing conditions. The elaborate report fills a pamphlet of 123 pages 
illustrated by many plates and maps. 

Senate report 505, 68d Congress, gives a table of total amounts appropriated 
for the Navy, beginning with 1883, the year usually understood to be that of 
the starting of “ the new Navy.” In 1883 the amount appropriated was a little 
less than 15 million dollars; for 1913 it was 140 millions. The growth has been 
continuous and constant and has not yet come to an end. The figures empha- 
size the changed conditions of national defense. For nations with extended sea 
coasts the Navy has superseded the Army as the chief military arm. From the 
foundation of the Government until very recent years the outlay for the Army 
was much greater than that for the Navy. In 1904, for the first time, the 
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cost of the Navy exceeded that of the Army. ‘The difference has since been 
continually growing until now the Army costs only about two-thirds as much as 
the Navy. 

The Congressional record has broken the record again. No. 127 of vol. 51, 
dated May 12, 1914, is published in 2 parts, the first instance of the kind. Part 
1, which was issued on the 13th, has 72 pages, and Part 2, which was issued on 
the 14th, has 366 pages, the total for no. 127 complete being 438 pages, and 
containing reading matter equivalent to about a score of ordinary $1.50 vol- 
umes. The great amount of matter which so swelled this number of the Record 
consists mainly of letters, telegrams, editorials, bulletins, ete., which Senator 
La Follette submitted in support of his contention that an organized campaign 
has been made to induce the Interstate Commerce Commission to grant the 
request of the railroads for a 5 per cent. increase in freight rates. If no. 127 
should hereafter be printed as a numbered Congressional document, octavo, in 
10-point type, it would make several thousand pages. The price of the big 
number in daily Record form is 9 cents for Part 1, 46 cents for Part 2, 55 cents 
for both. 

Professor H. E. Haferkorn, Librarian of the United States Engineer School, 
is the compiler of a bibliography of special interest at the present time. It is 
entitled “The War with Mexico, 1846-48; a select bibliography on the causes, 
conduct, and the political aspect of the War, with a select list of books and 
other printed material on the resources, economic conditions, politics, and gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Mexico and the characteristics of the Mexican 
people; with annotations and an index.” It is issued as Supplement no. 1 to 
no. 26 of the bimonthly magazine known as Professional Memoirs, published 
unofiicially by an association of U. S. Engineer officers. The Bibliography is 
sold at 50 cents in paper and $1 in cloth or half leather. Address Business 
Manager, Professional Memoirs, Washington Barracks, Washington, D. C. 

The annual volume of International law topics and discussions, issued from 
the Naval War College, is always in active demand, and there is likely to be 
even more than the usual call for the 1913 issue, published in April, 1914, be- 
cause of existing international complications. Price 30 cents, cloth bound. 

The cloth-bound edition of Part 5 of National Museum Bulletin 50, Ridgway’s 
Birds, was issued during the month of April. The number of bird lovers who 
have parts 1-5 and are keeping a sharp lookout for the succeeding parts is 
apparently about sufficient to take up each new part soon after it comes from 
the press. Part 1 was published in 1901 and the author had been at work on 
it for years before that. The intention is to complete the work in 8 parts, but 
some years will be required for the compilation and publication of the two re- 
maining parts. The interval between the publication of Part 5 and Part 6 was 
several months over 2 years. 

The Annual report of the Supervising Architect of the Treasury for 1918, 
recently published in a volume of 419 pages, and entered in the Monthly cata- 
logue for April, page 570, shows that Uncle Sam is a liberal patron. of the build-. 
ing trades. The expenditure of the Architect’s Office for sites, construction of 
buildings, and care of buildings in use is about $22,000,000 a year. The Super- 
vising Architect has the care of over 800 “ going ” post offices, customhouses, and 
marine hospitals scattered from one end of the country to the other, which 
have cost over $175,000,000, and he employs about 4,000 janitors, engineers, 
eharwomen, etc., as assistants in the work. He has 356 technical assistants in 
his office and in the field. Eighty-four buildings and 11 extensions of buildings 
were completed during 1913, 63 buildings and 16 extensions were placed under 
contract, and 113 buildings and 19 extensions were under construction at the 
close of the year. Contract liabilities at that time amounted to more than 
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$15,000,000. Buildings authorized by law but not yet under contract were 508. 
Extensions (which usually mean enlargements equivalent to new buildings), 61. 
Total buildings and extensions completed, under contract, or authorized, 1545, 
all under the supervision and direction of the Supervising Architect. In view 
of these figures, one need have no hesitation in believing the Architect’s state- 
ment that he is overburdened with detail and has no opportunity for original 
work. 

Diplomatic history of the Panama Canal is the title of a timely Senate docu- 
ment, no. 474, 68d Congress, 2d session. Its 602 pages contain not only reprints 
of many public documents, but also “a copious selection of unrecorded personal 
letters bearing upon the provisions” of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, which were 
exchanged between the then Secretary of State and the negotiators, but have 
not previously been printed. 

Nathaniel Bowditch was born in Massachusetts in 1773, published the 1st 
edition of his New American practical navigator in 1802, and died in 1838. 
But his book still lives. After his death it was continued by his son, J. 
Ingersoll Bowditch, and by other publishers until 1866, when the Government 
bought the copyright and plates from E. and G. W. Blunt of New York, and 
it has since been an official publication. For many years annual editions have 
been issued by the Hydrographic Office, Navy Department. Revisions were 
made in 1880 and again in 1903, and still again in 1914, but the title American 
practical navigator and Bowditch’s name as author are retained, though in the 
1914 edition the words “ Originally by ” Nathaniel Bowditch, and “ re-edited and 
published in the United States Hydrographic Office’ appear for the first time. 

Copies still remain in stock and for sale of Agriculture Department Reports 
88 and 89. The first is the extensive report by Professors Chittenden, Long, 
and Herter on Influence of sodium benzoate on nutrition and health of man. 
This is the report reversing Dr. Wiley, which was adopted and published by 
the Referee Board of Consulting Scientific Experts. It fills 784 pages of text 
and has several charts and tables. Price $1. Department Report 89 is the 
practical and useful one on Durability and economy in papers for permanent 
records. It was made by Dr. H. W. Wiley and C. Hart Merriam, and includes 
also a full set of Paper specifications by F. P. Veitch. 

The Bureau of Engraving and Printing has moved its 4,000 employees into 
the new palace under construction for several years past. The former bureau 
building has been remodeled and from July 1 will be occupied by several of the 
auditors of the Treasury and by the General Supply Committee with their 
thousands of employees. By direction of the Treasury Department the old 
Bureau building will hereafter be officially known and designated as “The 
Auditors’ Building.” 

The Regulations of the Public Health Service governing uniforms of officers 
and employees is in press. 

The Geological Survey has in press a directory of the Useful minerals of . 
the United States. It will be Bulletin 585 and is to be published in June. The 
minerals listed number over 400. Their locations and characteristics are given. 
The bulletin fills 250 pages. Samuel Sanford and Ralph W. Stone are the 
authors. 

The Weather Bureau began June 1 the issue broadcast from the great naval 
radio station at Radio, Va., of a daily weather bulletin for the Great Lakes. 
It is cast into the ether a few minutes after 10 p. m., immediately after the 
bulletins for the North Atlantic and the Gulf of Mexico. 

Agriculture Department Bulletin 68, Pasture and grain crops for hogs in the 
Pacific Northwest, will shortly be reissued, with some changes, as Farmers’ 
bulletin 599. : 
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Miscellaneous series 15, Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau, having 
for title Trade of the United States with the world, 1912-13, was formerly 
Table 19 in Foreign commerce and navigation of United States. It is now put 
in octavo pamphlet form for the convenience of those who use it. It shows in 
detail the imports and exports of merchandise into and from the United States, 
by countries and principal articles, during the years ending June 30, 1912 and 
1913. Price 15 cents. 

House document 101, 61st Congress, 2d session, issued just in time to get into 
this number of the Monthly catalogue, is Foreign relations for the year 1909. 
The State Department “ exercises a large discretion,” as former Secretary Fos- 
ter says in his “A century of American diplomacy,” not only as to what shall 
be printed in the annual volume of diplomatic correspondence known as “ For- 
eign relations,” but also as to when it shall be printed. 

Standards Bureau has published in handsome style, with illustrations, a very 
full report of the Eighth annual conference on weights and measures, held 
May, 1913, with, as an appendix, the text of a model State law for the regula- 
tion of weights and measures, which was drafted by the Standards Bureau and 
endorsed by the conference. For sale by the Superintendent of Documents at 
85 cents. 

Another publication for which a considerable part of the business public has 
been waiting has been issued by the Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau 
as Special agents series 81, the title being South America as an export field, 
and Mr. Otto Wilson, commercial agent, the personal author. It gives informa- 
tion as to the character, extent, resources, and trade of the South American 
countries. Sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 25 cents. 

By virtue of a provision in the Army appropriation act for 1915 (Public 91, 
68d Congress), the title of “ Chief, Quartermaster Corps,” has been changed 
to “ Quartermaster General of the Army.” 

The Yearbook of the Department of Agriculture, 1913, is now ready. It is 
no longer necessary to say anything about the value of this book. It is sold 
by the Superintendent of Documents at 75 cents. For several years past the 
price has been $1. 

Yearbook separate 629, The South American meat industry, with 8 pages of 
illustrations, is on sale at 5 cents. 

The 1914 edition of the Comptroller of the Currency’s Instructions relative 
to the organization, etc., of national banks is on sale at 5 cents. 


A. L, A. CONFERENCE OF 1914 


The Washington meeting of the American Library Association, held May 
25-29, was a pronounced success in point both of attendance and of interest. 
There was an unusual zest and brilliancy in most of the papers and dis- 
cussions, and numerous social reunions delighted their participants. 

Of course the principal interest for the Documents Office people centered in 
the Public Documents Round Table on Friday morning, which was largely 
attended and in its course uncovered an appreciation of public documents for 
library use most gratifying to those whose duty and pleasure it is to serve the 
libraries with this plain and practical class of brain-food. 

During the week the Documents Office found both pleasure and profit in the 
visits of hosts of library friends who find the public documents one of the 
mainstays of their library service. It was particularly gratifying to learn 
from many of them that the document Price lists, issued in great numbers 
but only as advertising matter and without thought of adaptation to library 
use, are found to be library tools of real value. 
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CENSUS OF THE BIRDIES 


If there is one thing more than another that must seem preposterous to the 
unscientific mind it is the proposal that a census be taken of the bird popula- 
tion of the country. At first thought it would seem that one might as well 
undertake a census of the sunbeams or of the motes that dance in the beams. 
Of all the kinds of living things that will not hold still to be counted, the birds 
are the most conspicuous and the most typical. 

The United States Biological Survey of the Agriculture Department knows the 
characteristics of the birdies better than most of us, and with a confidence born 
of its knowledge it has undertaken a census which to the ordinary compre- 
hension seems impossible. 

The only publication yet issued concerning it is a preliminary circular calling 
on all birdlovers to help, and giving outlines of the methods to be followed. 

The correspondents have been advised that the census of the birds should be 
taken over some area that fairly represents the average character of the coun- 
try in the immediate neighborhood. It is desired to take a census of the pairs 
of birds actually nesting within the selected area. Birds visiting the area for 
feeding only should not be counted. A plan which has been used with advantage 
is to begin at daylight some morning the last of May, or the first week in June, 
and zigzag back and forth across the area, counting the male birds of each 
species. Early in the morning at that season every male bird should be in 
full song and easily counted. After the migration is over and the birds are 
settled in their summer quarters, it is safe to consider that each male repre- 
sents a breeding pair. 

The final results of the census should be sent to the Biological Survey, Wash- 
ington, D. C., about June 30, and should be accompanied by a statement of the 
exact boundaries of the selected area, defined so explicitly that it will be possible 
25 years hence to have the census repeated and comparisons made showing in- 
creases or decreases in the bird population. 

A second census desired is one of some isolated piece of woodland comprising 
from 10 to 20 acres. Still a third census to be taken is that of some definite 
area forming part of a much larger tract of timber. The Department also will 
be glad to have information concerning any changes noted in the bird life of 
any locality. 

In the past, under mixed game regulations of various States, bird life has 
been decreasing. Now that the birds have been placed in charge of the Agri- 
culture Department of the United States definite measures are being taken to 
conserve them and increase their number. 


MUCH IN LITTLE 


The popular idea (not quite so prevalent now as a few years ago) that a pub- 
lic document is a ponderous tome, terrifying by its size and still more so by its 
contents, has been given a hard blow by the Forest Service in its most recent 
document issues: (1) Our timber supply, and (2) The country’s forests. 

These important documents are 3 inches wide and 5 inches long, the first 
filling 8 and the second 14 of these pigmy pages of vestpocket size. They give 
important information in tabloid form. 

From these little documents we learn these big facts. 
The people of the United States use in a year 40,000,000,000 feet of lumber, 
90,000,000 cords of firewood, 135,000,000 hewn railroad ties, 889,000,000 posts, 
8,500,000 telegraph and telephone poles, 1,686,000,000 staves, 136,000,000 
sets of heading, 353,000,000 barrel hoops, 3,300,000 cords of native pulp- 
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wood, 165,000,000 cubic feet of round mine’ timbers, and 1,250,000 cords of 
wood for distillation. The yearly growth of wood in our forests is estimated 
at not more than 12 cubic feet to the acre. We are annually taking from the 
forests 36 cubic feet to the acre—in other words, we are cutting them three 
times as fast as they grow. 

The national or Government forests, 163 in number, total over 186,000,000 
acres, a territory as great as that of the six New England States, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, and Virginia combined. The average size 
of a national forest is 1,150,000 acres. National forests are set apart from the 
public domain, and withheld from sale, to insure a perpetual supply of timber 
for the use of the people and also to prevent the destruction of the forest cover 
which regulates the flow of streams. 

The national forests contain about 600,000,000,000 feet of merchantable tim- 
ber, worth at least $900,000,000. Other resources within their area are sup- 
posed to be worth $1,100,000,000 more. The forests also contain 1,175 water 
sheds which supply water to cities and towns, and 324 water power projects 
and 1,266 irrigation projects, developed or in course of development. The 
national forests are not locked up, but are in active use. More than $1,000,000 
worth of, timber was sold from them in 1913 and contracts were closed with 
6,000 purchasers for the sale of 2,000,000,000 feet more at nearly $4,500,000. 
More than 1,550,000 cattle, horses, and swine and 7,860,000 sheep and goats 
were grazed in the forests last year by 27,000 stockmen. Seventy-six power 
plants, 800 hotels and resorts, and 1,400 stores and other business buildings 
were operated in them under permits from the Forest Service, Agriculture 
Department, which administers the forests. 

Few even of the biggest documents furnish more important and interesting 
facts than are brought under the public eye by these least of documents. 


CHANGES THAT TOUCH EVERYBODY 


Food inspection decision 158, published by the Agriculture Department, 
signed by the Secretaries of the Treasury, of Agriculture, and of Commerce, 
and published May 5, 1914, orders the discontinuance of all “ guarantee” labels 
hitherto in recent years found on packages of food or drugs. 

The Board is of the opinion that such labels are misleading and deceptive, 
because they give rise to the belief that the articles so labeled have been ex- 
amined and approved by the Government and that the Government guaran- 
tees their compliance with the law. All guaranties now on file and the serial 
numbers assigned to them will be canceled. 

Manufacturers or wholesalers may furnish to dealers to whom they sell a 
guaranty that the article sold is not adulterated or misbranded, and such guar- 
anty will relieve the retailer from responsibility. But the wholesaler’s guaranty 
is not to be put on the label, but on the invoice he furnishes to the retailer to 
whom he sells. 

To give all concerned due notice, Food inspection decision 158 will not be 
come effective until May 1, 1916. 

The same Board, the three Secretaries of the Treasury, Agriculture, and 
Commerce, published May 11 the Regulations for the carrying out of the gso- 


. called “net-weight law” which was passed Mar. 8, 1913. The Regulations 


take effect at once, though penalties for violations will not be exacted till 
September 3 next. 

The Regulations require that manufacturers of foods shall plainly mark all 
packages, bottles, or other containers holding more than 2 ounces avoirdupois, 
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or more than 1 fluid ounce, with the net weight or volume of the contents. 
The quantity stated must be the actual quantity of food exclusive of the wrap- 
pings or container. There are various explanations and tolerances provided 
to prevent the Regulations from being onerous and unreasonable, while ensur- 
ing to buyers the full amounts to which they are entitled. 

These Regulations concerning labeling and weighing are of vital interest to 
every household. They may be regarded as “ paternalism,” but certainly it is a 
benevolent paternalism. 

DOCUMENT PRICE LISTS 


The demand for copies of the price lists of United States public documents 
published by the Superintendent of Documents continues brisk and the com- 
pilers are hard pushed to supply enough new lists, supplementary lists, and 
new editions of old lists to fill in the gaps while complete lists on new subjects 
are in course of compilation. 

In April but two lists were published. These were a 6th edition of the list 
of the Weather Bureau publications and a 4th edition of the list of documents 
on Transportation. This edition does not include the publications of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, which have become so numerous that it has been 
found necessary to advertise them in a separate list (no. 59). 

In May, five new price lists were received from the printer. The first is a 
2d supplement to the 7th edition of Price list 16, the Farmers’ bulletin list. 
Time not serving for a recompilation of the large list, a supplement, listing all 
_ the more recent issues of agricultural publications, was issued instead. The 

supply of this having been exhausted, a 2d supplement, including the first one 
and adding the still newer titles, was published in May. 

This was followed by the ist edition of a new number (60), a list of the 
documents relating to the newly-created Territory of Alaska. Popular interest 
in this Territory has been increasing rapidly of late, owing probably to the 
interest shown and the documents published by Secretary Franklin Lane of the 
Interior Department, and to the formation of the new Territorial Government 
and the recent action of Congress and the President in starting a comprehensive 
railroad system which will do much to develop Alaskan resources. All of these 
great steps toward the opening of the Territory and its riches are represented 
in the public documents listed in no. 60. 

Another new one (no. 61) also made its advent in May. For the present at 
least it is of more interest to the American people than no. 60. No. 61 has for 
its title Panama Canal and the Canal Zone. It is a guide to the public docu- 
ments of the United States touching on these great subjects, including the Con- 
gressional speeches on the bill exempting American vessels in the coastwise 
trade from payment of tolls on the Canal and on the later bill for the repeal 
of such exemption. 

The 4th list received in May is a 5th edition of no. 42, Agricultural experi- 
mentation, being in the main a collection of the titles of the documents relating 
to nutrition, agricultural education, farmers’ institutes, irrigation, drainage, 
rural engineering, etc., published by the Experiment Stations Office, and all look- 
ing to the uplift of the rural life. 

The 5th May list is Supplement to the 3d edition of Price list 19, Army and 
Navy, issued to meet the immediate demand for the latest editions of military 
manuals, for which active inquiry has sprung up since the Army and Navy of 
the United States occupied Vera Cruz. 
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A PUBLIC DOCUMENT RECORD 


Among the useful documents issuing from the Government press during May 
is the 20th number of the Document index, published continuously by the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, beginning with the 54th Congress, 1895. 

This issue follows more closely the ending of the session whose publications 
it indexes than has usually been found practicable. These are the publications 
of the first (special) session of the 68d Congress, Apr. 7—Dec. 1, 1918, and the 
special session of the Senate, Mar. 4-17, 19138. At these sessions 768 docu- 
ments and reports were ordered printed, 133 of them having been in the num- 
bered series of Senate committee reports, 252 Senate documents, 92 House 
comnittee reports, and 291 House documents. 

All of these are indexed under their subjects, titles, and personal authors; 
also under the Committees from which they are reported and the individual 
Senators and Representatives presenting them. The 20th Index also, like its 
19 predecessors, gives lists of the documents and reports in numerical order 
and a schedule of the volumes in which they will ultimately be bound. 


JUDICIARY COMMITTEE’S PRINTING PLAN 


The Judiciary Committee of the House of Representatives has introduced a 
sort of order into its scheme of publication. It has assigned a serial number 
to each of the several subjects on which it has held hearings. <A serial number is 
printed on all the committee publications. Serial 1 and Serial 2 designate the 
publications relating to Senate bill 485, providing for an additional United 
States judge for the southern district of California. There is also a print 
numbered both 1 and 2 and relating to the late Commerce Court. Apparently 
the scheme of publication had not yet begun to work smoothly when these 
two serial numbers were given to so many publications. 

The material falling under Serials 3, 4, and 5 has not yet been printed. 

Serial 6 stands for the hearings on House joint resolution 168, proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution prohibiting the manufacture of alcoholic drinks. 
Parts 1 and 2 of Serial 6 have been printed. 

Serial 7 is given to the Committee publications which relate to anti-trust 
legislation. These have been published in 35 separate parts and in several 
collected volumes. There is a 4-volume print of all the parts and a 2-volume 
print of the entire material, including an Appendix of several hundred pages, 
with the report of the Committee and three minority reports. This set was 
explained to the Public Documents Round Table of the American Library Asso- 
ciation during its recent meeting in Washington, by Nathan B. Williams, esq., 
special expert employee of the Judiciary Committee. Its most novel feature 
is the reduced facsimile reproduction of the various prints of the anti-trust 
bill in “bill form,” so that the proposed amendments by numbers of page and 
line can be at once identified in the document print. This print contains more 
than 2,000 pages and is entirely without indexes. No comment on this fact 
need be made here. All needed comment will be supplied as they go along by 
those who try to find things in the big volumes. 

Serial 8 is the number given to the published hearings on the bills of the 
American Bar Association for reform in judicial procedure. Two parts have 
been issued under this number. 

No publications have yet been received under serial numbers 9 and 10. 

Serial 11 designates the hearings on woman suffrage. One part has been 


printed. 
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Serial 12 is for the hearings on a bill authorizing the National Academy of 
Sciences to hold trust funds. One part issued. : 

Serial 18 is hearings relating to the Court of Customs Appeals. Two parts. 

Serial 14 is the number for the printed hearings on charges of unlawful 
lebbying. One part. 

Serial 15 is assigned to the proceedings against Judge D. T. Wright. Two 
parts have been printed. 

Serial 16 is the number given to the hearings on Federal employees’ compen- 
sation. Two parts printed. 

Serial 17 relates to terms of United States courts in West Virginia. One 
part. 

Serial 18, United States courts in Texas. One part. 

Serial 19 is the case of Judge Speer of Georgia. One volume has been 
printed. 

The use of serial numbers to designate the different subjects of inquiry taken 
up by a Congressional committee is a step toward more orderly procedure in 
this class of printing. The numbers as now assigned will be adhered to through 
the 68d Congress by the House Judiciary Committee. 


GOOD ADVICE FROM A GOOD AUTHORITY 


The Saturday evening post of Philadelphia, which dates back to Dr. Frank- 
lin and enjoys a circulation the mere thought of which would have seemed the 
wildest of dreams to the good Doctor, made the Documents Office the subject 
of one of the pungent editorials in its issue for April 4 last.
